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TRANSPLANTING NOTES. 


The great requisite to success in this is the preparation of the soil and 
the pruning of trees before planting. The ground should be thoroughly 
broken up by deep ploughing, and the holes dug from 2 to 3 fset wide and 
114 to 2 feet deep. A few shovels full of stable manure, top soil and wood 
ashes, with some guano well composted and thoroughly mixed with the 
earth in filling the holes, adds greatly to the vigor of the tree. Care must 
be taken in cutting off all the broken roots from the tree with a smooth 
upward cut, then place it in the hole the depth that it grew in the nursery, 
spreading out the roots to their natural position, and fill inthe earth to a 
level with the surface, pressing it firmly around the roots of the tree with 
the foot. When this is done the tree should be drawn up several inches, so 
as to give the roots a downward tendency. A sufficient amount of earth 
must be thrown around the tree to allow for settling, and to prevent the 
water from collecting and souring around the roots of the tree. All branches 
of a one-year-old apple or peach tree should be cut off, leaving a single 
stem about two feet high inthe spring. As the sprouts come out around the 
tree, they should be broken off, leaving four or five equally divided at the 
top. Trees planted at this age succeed best, as they can be removed from 
the nursery with less damage to the roots.

It produces abundant 
crops every alternate year, and by thinning the fruit the year of heavy bear- 
ing a fine crop may be expected yearly. It succeeds best in rich sandy 
loam with clay sub-soil. It is well to put lime or wood ashes around trees. 
All winter varieties mature here in October and November, and require 
delicate handling when gathered to keep well. They should be pulled 
from trees with hand and placed in a cool cellar, free from frost and very 
little or no light, as those exposed to light will dry up.
